try was Inhabited by the Nabatci, who Defcending 
from Nabaioth, Eldeft Son to Iffmael, were conle- 

quently Ifhmaelttes. 
_ 2 It is an Ufual Cuftom with Authors to call 
the feveral Different People of a Country by the 
Common Name of it’s Principal Inhabitants. And 
of this we are prefented, not only witha Parailel, 
but almoft the very fame Individual Inftance. For 
becaufe the foremention’d N:barei were the Princi- 
pal Pleople of Arabia Petr.ea, therefore all the Dif- 
ferent Inhabitants of that Country pais under the 
Common Denomination of Nibat.ci in Dionysius Pe- 
riegetes and Plutarch. And tor the faine Reafon 
the whole Country of Arabia Petrea iscall’d Nuba- 
tea by Strabo, Pliny, and Ptolomy. 

And therefore Mof’s might call thofe Merchant- 
Men in one Place by their Proper, Diftinguifhing 

ame, viz, Midsanites ; and in another by the 
Naine of the Chief Inhabitants of their Country,to 
Wit, Ifhmaelites. 


But we beg leave to offer another Solution of the 


afe and leave it to the Reader to make his Choice.

Q. Woat fort of Perfons were the Samaritans ? 
A, The Samaritans were originally Affyrians, but 
afterwards call'd Samaritans from the City of Sa- 


maria, the Metropolis of the Country, to which 


they were fent as an Affyrian Colony. For when 
Salmanaffer (or Shalmancfer) about the Year of the 
World 3228, in the Reign of Hezekiah King of 
Fudah, about 132 Years before the laft Jewith Cap- 
tivity. and the Deftruction of Fcrufalem by Nebue 
chodofor King of Babylon, and, to Compare it with 


Pagan Hiftory, in the latter Years of Romulus the 


Founder of Rome ; when Salmanaffer (after a 2 
Years Siege of the Royal City Samaria) carried 
the Ifraelices (commonly call’d the Ten Tribes ) 
captive into A/fyria, he fent a number of his own 
Subjects to Inhabit the Country,which he had lately. 
deprivd of it’s Ancient {nhabirants. Thefe New- 
Comers, who were Pagan Idolaters, continued to 
Worthip the Gods of their own Country, rill the 
were juftly Punith’d by the God of I/rae/, who ae. 
flicted them with Devouring Lions. Upon which 
Severity they mingled the Worthip of the True God 
with their Heathenith Rites and Ufages. And this 
they did not fo much out of Piety, as Policy,namee 
ly, for their own Prelervation and Security, And 
indeed the Romans afterwards had {uch Political ree 
gard to the Gods of other Countries, that they ven- 
turd not to Befiege a City, till by Peculiar Rites 
and Ceremonies they had Evok’d the GuardiagDei- 
ties of the Place. But the Samaritans fell off from 
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Heathentim by degrees, and Complied with the Ce- 
remonial Obfervances of the Motaick Inftitation. 
But whether they entirely left Idolatry is difputed 
by fome, not only Fews, who Pretend that they 
worthip'd a Dove (a Groundle.s, Conceic of the 
Modern Rabbins, péoceedigg: theit Hatred 
and Averfion) bur by fome Chrifia 

feerr Principally to ground their Opinion upon that 


Paffage of our Saviour's to the Woman of Samaria, — 


Ye Warfhip ye know not what. Bur that Paflage will 
bear a different Interpretation. And Epiphanius 
( who yet accules them of Larent Idolatry, a Con- 
ceit as groundiefs as thar other of the Fews ) gives 
this Teftintony of them, that they endcavourd to 
renounce al! marther of Idolatry, and Acknowledg’d 
the Unity of the Godhead. 

They Difown’d their Affyrian Parentage, and 
Pretended, that they were originally of the Tribe 
of Fofepb. Nay, ey claim to the Aaronical 

ife

Prie (tthoed, tho. orhesw appropriated’ in thofe 


ry Books of Mofes, which they admitted Irito their 


Canon. Forrhey agreed wich the Jewith Sadduces in 
the Rejection of all the Books of the Old Tefta- 
ment, except the Penreteuk. And with Them they 


agreed a!io in the Denyal of a Furure Judgment, 
the Refurrection of the Dead, and a Lifeto come. 

About 332 Years before, che Chrittian Ara; and 
204 after the Jewith Captivity they built a Srarely 
and Mapnificenr Temple upon Mount Gerszim (the 
Mount mention'd by the Woman of Samaria) at 
no great Diftance from Samaria. In this Temple 
ewere perform’d the feveral Ceremonies appropriated 


God himfelf tothe Temple ac Ferufalem. San- 


ballat (a Principal Perfon among the Samaritans ) 
gave his Daughter in Matriage to a Prieft, namd 
Manaffeb, who was conftiruted Chief-Prieft of this 
Schitmaticat Temple, from the Building of which, 
and fome Unhappy Circumftances en{uing, pro- 
cecded that Implacable Averfion between the Sama- 
vitansand the Jews, which we with in the 
New Teftament. For there we find, thar the Sa- 
maritans refusd to receive our Saviour for no o- 
ther reafon, than becaufe he was going to Ferufa- 
lem. Hence alfo our Lord’s Parable of the Good 
Samaritan took its rife. 


The Samaritans expectcd a Meffiah (as we may 


plainly learn from the foremention'd Woman of Sa- 


maria) notwithf{tanding that they rejected rhofe 
Predictions of the Prophets, which {o Plainly Fore. 
tell his Coming. But as in the Books of Mo/es there 
arc feveral Predictions concerning the Meffiah, {fo 
our Saviour tells the Fews, rhar had they believed 
Mofes, they woud have alfo believed Him, in thar 
Mofes wrote of him, In whcih he more particularly 
alludesto Deut. 18. 15. | 
The Samaritans,as wellas the Fews, were Divided 


gnto Sects,of which the ThreePrincipal were the 


theans,the Sebucans,and the Gortheni. The firft, name- 
ly, the Dofithcans, differ'd from all other Samaritan 
Sects in the Beliet of aRefurrection: They exceeded 
the Superftition of the Phari/eesin fome Particulars, 
and in others fell in with the Effenes. The Second 
were forbid to Worfhip in the Temple of Gerivim, 


becaufe they obferv'd not the Stated Seafons in the 


Celebratton of their Feftivals. And therefore in 
this Particular they bore refemblance to the foremen- 
tion’d Ejfenes, who Worfhip'd not inthe Temple of 
Ferufalem. The Third Solemniz'd bur one day, 
where the Six Succeeding were appointed alfo ro 
be kept Holy.

From whence we Jearn, that there were Nicolaitans at 
 Pergamus in Afiz. fince to the Angel or Bifhop ot the 
Church of Pergtmus ( one of the feven Afiatick Churches 
founded by Sc. Foon) our Bleffed Lord Directed the fore- 
mentiond words, Hence we learn alfo, that the Doctrin 
ot the Nicolaitans was an Fxecrable Doctrin, a Dottrin 
very Odlious to the Son ot God, fince he was pleas d to 
Expre(s himtelt thus concerning it, wich thine I Hate. 
Not 1s tho’ he did not Hateevery other Herety ; for the 
uord ishere with a Peculiar Pmpha‘ts, and plainly 
-fignities, that our Lord Hated the Nicolaitan Herety in a 
more than o: dinary degree, that it was a Doétrin, which 
his Soul Abhor’d, 

‘The Nicolzitans Difcarded the Chriftian Doétrines ct 
Mortification and Self-denial, they knew not what it was 
to Keep their Bodies Under, they maintaind the Avow d 
Allowance of the moft Brutal Impurities, they Enlarge’ 
the Neceflarv, the Sacred Confinement of the Nuptial

Chriftianity ic felf, made the Orthodox to be Milrepre. 
fented by thofe Unhelievine Heathens, who Dittineutth'd 
hot Orthodoxy trom Hereiy, and causd that Name of 
Chrift, by which they were tallely call’d. to be Blahbem 4 
the Gent:les.

buted by fome to St. Afatthias, by Others to our Lord 
himfelf. And froin the talfe Interpretation, both of the 
foremention’d Affertion, and of it’s Application by Nz. 
colas, unfortunately proceeded the Wild and Extrava- 
gant Impurities of the Nicolaitans. 

Nor is this the firft inftance of fach Hl-applied and 
Miftaken Principles, fince there has been long betore a 
Parallel Inftance inthe Jewifh Church. For the Sadduces 
are reported to have Deriv’d their Opinions from utr. 
gonus Socheus, who was the Founder of their Seét.. For 
this Sochets inculcated to his Scholars a Free, Unmercee 
nary, Difinterefted Love of God. He Encourag’d then 
to engage in their Mafter’s Service Purely for his Own 
Sake, to Raife themfelves Above the Dithonourable 


Lopes of their Own Particular Advantage, Above the 


Low, the Mercenary, the Beggarly Expectation of Re- 
wards. But tho’ this be a Doétcin too finely Spun, a 
Doctrin Unequal to Frail Mortalityya Doétrin ao where 
prefsd upen us in the Gofpel, which Allows it’s Vote- 
ries, nay, Commands them, nay, Provekes them to have 
an Eye to the Recumpence of Reward, yet it was Sincercly 
intended by Sochaus, who never Imagin’d, that He fhou'd 
Abet thoie Unworthy Tenets, which the Sadduces after- 
wards by Mifapplication Deriv’d from him. For hence 
they drew a verv falfe Conclufion, namely, thac their 
Patron had abfolutely Denied the very Exiftence of 2

are more Ealy of Comprehenfion, have Wrefted them to 
tietr Own Deftruétion.

Tho’ hisFa- 
ther oblig’d him, when but nine years old (which inti- 
biates,that Hamilcar eipied che Dawnings of Future Brae 
very) obligd him to Swear Eternal Enmity to Kome, yet 
fuch was the Temper, the Holtile Temper of the Aan, 
that he needed nor to have been thus Sacramentally En. 
caged, whileas yetaChild, ut what Scipio Principally 
Vronos’@, was, nethis own Reputation, not the Honor
